Beside^ the permanent annual expenses, 


which have necessarily largely increased, a 
portion of the public debt, amounting to 8,s,- 
075,080 ,r)9 must be provided (or within ihe 
ivxt two fiscal years. It is most desirable 
that the accruing demands ^hould be met with- 
out resortinir to new loans. 
All experience 


has demonstrated the, wisdom and policy of 
raising a large portion of the means for the 
support of government from duties on goods 
imported. 


The power to levy these duties is unques- 


tionable, and its chief object is to lepleimh 
the treasury: but if, in the mean time, inci- 
dental advantage may be gained by eneounv 
<rin£ the indiiitrv of our own citizens, itis our 
iluty to avail ourselves of that advantage.— 
A duty 1,-iid upon an article which cannot be 
produced in the country, such as tea and cof- 


fee, 
acids to the cost of the article, and is 


ehiel'ly or wholly paid by the consumer; but 
a duty laid upon an article which may be pro- 
duced here, stimulates the skill and industry 
of our country to produce the same articb', 
which is brought into market with the foreign 
article. The importer is thus compelled to 
reduce the price at which the domestic article 
can be sold, thereby throwing a part of the 
duty on the producer. 


The consequence of this is, that artisans 


and a^ricnltitrists nn: brought together; each 
ntTords n ready market for the productions of 
the other. The whole country becomes pros- 
perous, and the ability to produce every ne- 
ce.s?jiry of life renders us independent in war 
as well ns in peace. 


A high tariff can never be permanent. It 


will cause dissatisfaction, and will be changed. 


It excludes competition, and thereby invites 
the investment of capital in manufactures to 
such nn extent, that when changed it brings 
distress, bankruptcy and ruin upon all who 
have been misled by its faithless protection. 


What the mannlacturer wants i.i uniformi- 


ty and permanency, that he may feel a confi- 
dence that he is not to he mined by sudden 
chanties; but to make a tariff uniform and 
pernianent, it is not only necessary that the 
law should be altered, but that the duty shall 
not fluctuate. 
To effect tin's, a!ldntiesshonl<i 


be specific, whenever the nature of the arti- 
cle is such as to admit of it. Aii rahnm du- 
ties fluctuate with the price, and oiler strong 
temptations to fraud and perjury. 
Specific 


duties, on the contrary, are equal and uni- 
form, in all parts, and in all times, and offer 
a stronc inducement to the importer to buy 
ihe best article, as he pays no more duty upon 
that than on one of an inferior quality. 


I, therefore, strongly recommend a modifi- 


cation of the present tariff, which has pros- 
trated some of our most important and neces- 
sary manufactures and that specific duties be 
imposed, sulficcnt to raise the requisite reve- 
nues, makinn such discrimination of the in- 
dustrial products of our coiinti'}, as to encour- 
aue home productions, without excluding for- 
eign competition. 
Il is also important, that 


an unfortunate provision in the present tariff, 
which imposes a much higher duty on the raw 
material, that enters into our manufactories, 
lhan upon the manufactured article, should 
be mod fled. 
The papers accompanying tin- 


report of the Secretary of the Treasuiy, will 
d'sclof-e frauds attempted upon the revenue, 
in such variety and amounts, as to justify tiie 
conclu^'on that it is impossible, under a sys- 
tem of n<l nilttrcin duties levied upon foreign 
cost o.- import value of the article, to secure 
an honest observance and an effectual admin- 
istration ot' the laws. 


The f r a u d u l e n t devices to evade the law, 


which have been detected bv the vigilance of 
the appraisei s, leave us no room to doubt that 
similar impositions, yet to be disco\ercd, to a 
large amount, have successfully been practis- 
ed since the enactment of the law now in 
force. 


This state of tilings has already had a pre- 


judicial influence/ upon those ciiaa^cd in for- 
eign commerce, because it lias a tendency to 
drive the h()ncst trader from the busine.-s of 
importing, a nd to throw ihat important branch 
of employment-, into the hands of unscrupu- 
lous persoiK-, who are alike, regardless of law. 
nucUhe obligations of an oath. 


t ljy these means, the plain intentions oi' 
^ungresi,, expressed by the law, are daily de- 
feated. 
.Every niothc of policy and duty, 


therefore, impels me to a-k the earliest atten- 
tion of Congress to this subject. 
If Congress 


should deem it wise lo attempt any important 
channi! in the system of duties at thii session, 
it must become indispensable to the pioUv- 
tion of tlie revenue, that such remedy, as in 
the judgment of Congress, may militate the 
evils complained of, should at once be applied. 
As before staled, specific duties would, in my 
opinion, be a remedy for this evil ; but, if yna 
do not contiir in ibis •view, a« a partial icmc- 
,'ly, permit me respectfully to recommend that,
